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PUBLIC SCHOOLS WEEK, 1951

The thirty-second annual observance of Public Schools Week in 
California will be held from Monday, April 23, through Friday, April 27, 
1951. The people of this state are demonstrating a consistently growing 
awareness of the services rendered by the public schools in the cities, 
towns, and rural areas of California. It is apparent that they welcome the 
special invitation extended by the public schools of the community every 
spring to visit their educational centers, to review the achievements of 
the schools, and to learn more intimately of the problems confronting 
the state in public education. 

In 1951, the disposition of California’s people to demonstrate their 
concern in behalf of public education during Public Schools Week will 
be especially welcome and significant. Our nation is at present engaged 
in war, and it is threatened by the possible spread of hostilities to world 
war scope. 

California’s public schools have made notable contributions to the 
national defense efforts on two tragic occasions in the first half of 
the twentieth century. In the present crisis, it is no less necessary that the 
resources of public education be prepared to serve the nation and the 
local community. 

It is my intention here to suggest some themes that may be of value 
to teachers and administrators in organizing their programs for the 
thirty-second observance of Public Schools Week. 

1. An emphasis on public education as being in itself a service essen- 
tial to national defense may be found suitable in many communities. As 
the public school program is designed to prepare our children and youth 
for the most effective possible American citizenship, this major element 
of American democracy may be stressed in various ways. Social studies 
classes in elementary, secondary, and adult divisions of the community’s 
public schools are often able to provide interesting materials for emphasiz- 
ing this contribution of the public school program. 

2. It may be suitable in some communities this year to emphasize 
the resources for national defense represented in our secondary school 
laboratories, shops, and other facilities. The readiness of these to serve 
the community in the event that special defense training programs for 
large numbers of adults are required can properly be pointed out. 

3. Educational programs that prepare children and youth to recog- 
nize the value of high standards of individual and community health may 
properly be emphasized. Exhibits drawn from instruction programs that 
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touch on health and hygiene, special education, sanitation, and conserva- 
tion and that demonstrate productive community action in such fields 
may be expected to be of special interest to the public in the 1951 Public 
Schools Week. 

4. The State of California and many communities within the state 
have supported programs of increased financial aid to the public schools 
during the past several years to enable the schools to meet a variety of 
problems caused by the rapid increase in attendance and by shortages 
of classroom space, equipment, and supplies. Where such problems have 
been met by community effort, in some cases with state co-operation, 
suitable recognition of these efforts may be made during Public Schools 
Week by exhibiting the new facilities that have been supplied to make 
possible the improvement of local educational programs. Where need is 
still urgent for additional facilities, such need may properly be demon- 
strated and emphasized in Public Schools Week. 


Experience has given us reason to be confident that the people of 
our communities are very deeply interested in many and various aspects 
of the educational experiences of our children and youth. Public Schools 
Week in California, in this time of national and world crisis, offers to the 
pupils, teachers, and administrators in the public schools a valuable oppor- 
tunity to recognize and express appreciation of that generous public 
interest. 


ENROLLMENT IN CALIFORNIA PUBLIC SCHOOLS, 


OCTOBER 31, 1950

The semiannual compilation of data on active enrollment in the 
public schools of California as of October 31, 1950, is prepared from 
reports of officials of the school districts. Figures on enrollment in regu- 
lar and special classes are presented according to grade level and by 
county in Tables A, C, D, and E.1 

County and state totals are shown for each grade. Comparisons with 
similar data for October 31, 1949, are made in Tables B and E.2 

Enrollment in regular grades only, from kindergarten through grade 
14, increased 70,986 or 4.3 per cent over the enrollment reported a year 
earlier. Comparable figures for October 31, 1949 showed an increase of 
93,561 or 6.0 per cent over those reported on October 31, 1948. 

Total enrollment in all regular grades and all special classes increased 
92,254 or 4.6 per cent over that of October 31, 1949. This may be com- 
pared to the increase of 159,733 or 8.6 per cent on October 31, 1949 over 
the total enrollment reported on October 31, 1948. 

Kindergarten enrollment, while at its highest in California school 
history, increased only 3.6 per cent. The total reported last year, on 
October 31, 1949, was 8.4 per cent higher than on October 31, 1948. The 
ratio of kindergarten enrollment to first-grade enrollment on October 31 
was 52.4 per cent in 1945; 55.4 per cent in 1946; 68.0 per cent in 1947; 67.5 
per cent in 1948; 71.3 per cent in 1949. In 1950 the ratio was 74.0 per cent. 

First-grade enrollment was 431 pupils less on October 31, 1950 than 
on October 31, 1949 and 792 pupils less than on March 31, 1950. This tends 
further to justify the tentative assumption made from data for March 31, 
1950, that the peak in first-grade enrollment is approaching, if not already 
passed. 

Graded enrollment at all levels, while larger in actual numbers than 
in previous years, is decreasing in rate of growth. Enrollment in elemen- 
tary grades on October 31, 1949 was 6.2 per cent higher than it was a year 
earlier, on October 31, 1948; but on October 31, 1950,-it had increased 
only 5.2 per cent. On comparable dates, the rate of increase in high school 
enrollment had dropped from 3.5 per cent to 2.0 per cent, and the rate 
of increase in junior college enrollment had dropped from 15.6 per cent 
to only .2 per cent.

APPOINTMENTS AND ASSIGNMENTS IN THE 
BUREAU OF HOMEMAKING EDUCATION 


Mrs. Dorotuy M. ScuNELL, formerly a member of the home eco- 
nomics faculty of Santa Barbara College of the University of California, 
was appointed to serve as chief of the Bureau of Homemaking Education, 
effective January 1, 1951. Mrs. Schnell came to Santa Barbara in 1942 
and has directed the program of teacher training in homemaking for 
the college. A native of Kansas, Mrs. Schnell is a graduate of Kansas State 
Teachers College in home economics (1928) and holds a master of science 
degree in homemaking education from the University of Minnesota 
(1933). Her experience has included teaching and supervision in home- 
making-education programs in public high schools and teacher-training 
colleges in several states. Among the institutions she has served are Water- 
ville High School, Waterville, Kansas; North Dakota Agricultural Col- 
lege, Fargo; and Texas State College for Women, Denton. She was a 
research assistant in home economics education at the University of 
Minnesota, 1941-1942. She is the author of Characteristics of Adolescence 
(Burgess, 1946). 

Mrs. Schnell succeeds Mrs. Bertha Akin Gregory, who resigned the 
position on June 19, 1950. 

‘Miss Mitprep Huser, former State Supervisor of Homemaking Edu- 
cation for the State of Nevada, has been appointed to the position of 
Special Supervisor of Homemaking Education in the Bureau. Her assign- 
ment will include the rapidly increasing responsibility of the Bureau 
for the California Association of Future Homemakers of America, which 
is the organization of secondary school girls enrolled in homemaking 
courses. Miss Huber’s organization and leadership of the Nevada Associa- 
tion has been notably successful. Her appointment became effective 
January 10, 1951. 

Miss MaurINE VANDER GrIEND, formerly in charge of the home- 
making education program for Monterey Public Schools and Junior 
College, has been appointed to the position of Regional Supervisor for 
the San Bernardino area. Her appointment was effective January 22, 1951. 
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Two transfers of regional supervisors have been announced by the 
State Director of Vocational Education.

Apportionment of the California State School Fund 
for the Fiscal Year Ending June 30, 1951. Sacramento, California: Cali- 
fornia State Department of Education, November, 1950. Pp. x + 114 
(photo offset). 


This publication is the annual report by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction on the apportionment of the State School Fund. It shows in 
summary, by counties, and in detail, by school districts, the amount and 
basis for apportionment to school districts for schools operated on ele- 
mentary school, high school, and junior college level; and to county 
school service funds. The computations on which the apportionment is_ 
based were made by the Bureau of School Accounts and Records. The 
introduction explains the legal basis for the apportionments and the 
terms and factors employed. The complete text of provisions in the State 
Constitution and the Education Code governing the apportionment of

the State School Fund is printed in one of the appendixes. For the first 
time, the appendixes also include a list of unified school districts, a 
summary of the number of districts by type, a list of districts that are 
contracting for educational service by other districts, and an expanded 
analysis of average daily attendance by jurisdiction.

Disability and Rebabilitation—A Problem that Concerns All the People. 
Sacramento 14: California State Department of Education, Bureau of 
Vocational Rehabilitation, 1950. Pp. 16. 

This 16-page booklet, printed in two colors and illustrated with 
graphs and drawings, tells what California and the Nation are doing to 
help handicapped citizens in this state to overcome their disabilities. 


Of the 72,000 disabled persons in the state, 10,000 have been accepted 
for rehabilitation service or are in the process of rehabilitation; among 
these, 35 per cent have orthopedic disabilities; 22 per cent have mental 
handicaps, that is, they are psychoneurotic or emotionally unstable; 8 
per cent are totally blind or have defective vision; 7 per cent are tuber- 
culous; 4 per cent have defective hearing; the remaining 24 per cent 
have cardiac, diabetic, epileptic, speech, or other handicaps. Ten thousand 
other disabled persons are listed for rehabilitation service but must await 
investigation before acceptance since sufficient staff and funds are not 
available for prompt action on these applications. 

The booklet includes a directory of rehabilitation offices maintained 
by the State Department of Education lists the types of services offered 
with the cost of each, and discusses future needs of the program. Copies 
are being distributed to county, city, and district superintendents of 
schools and to the various branch offices of the Bureau of Vocational Re- 
habilitation throughout the state.

ondary school guidance program. It sets forth principles and good 
practices relating to ten aspects of a guidance program and provides 
check lists or sets of questions for use in determining whether local prac- 
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tice is “strong,” “fair,” or “weak” in each of the areas covered. A state- 
ment of the functions of a secondary school guidance program is pre- 
sented as a background for discussing the organizational, administrative, 
and other phases of a well-organized guidance service. The final chapter 
contains suggestions as to how a local school faculty can organize an 
improvement program. An extensive annotated bibliography of in- 
service training materials is included.

All public high schools of California have been approved for such 
training. These schools are not included in the list. Other schools that 
have been approved for veterans are listed. Each entry gives the address 
of the school, the typical courses offered, and the name of the faculty 
member acting as veterans’ adviser.

ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINION 


Payment of Salary of State, County, and District Officers 
and Employees During Ordered Military Service 


Under Military and Veterans Code Section 395, state, county, and 
district (including school district) officers and employees who are 
members of the National Guard, naval militia, or of a reserve corps or 
force of the federal military service and who are ordered to military 
or naval duty, are entitled to receive salary from the state, county, or 
district for the first thirty days of such ordered military or naval duty 
regardless of whether such ordered service is for less than 180 days or for 
180 days or more or is for an indefinite period. 

State, county, and district officers and employees who are not 
members of the National Guard or naval militia or of a reserve corps or 
force of the federal military service who are ordered to military duty 
are not entitled to salary under Military and Veterans Code Section 395. 
(AGO 50-167; 16 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 211.)

DIVISION OF INSTRUCTION CONFERENCE 


The second annual conference of the Division of Instruction of the 
State Department of Education was held at Governor’s Hall, State Fair- 
grounds, Sacramento, on January 3, 4, and 5. Jay D. Conner, Associate 
Superintendent of Public Instruction and Chief of the Division, reports 
that over 100 members of the consultant and advisory staff were present 
and that representatives of other divisions in the Department brought 
the total attendance to 120. General session speakers included Roy E. 
Simpson, Superintendent of Public Instruction; Mrs. Helen Cowan Wood, 
Assistant to the Superintendent, Los Angeles; Frank O. McIntyre, Direc- 
tor of Public Relations, California Teachers Association, Southern Sec- 
tion; and Dr. Conner. 

The general themes for the conference were defined by Dr. Simpson 
in a review of the major policies of the State Department of Education 
and in a statement of objectives, problems, and attitudes that confront 
workers in public education in California as they plan for the years 
1951-52, and 1952-53. 

Mr. McIntyre gave a valuable review of problems in the public 
relations of school districts and reported successful procedures in build- 
ing sound working relationships with the public. Mrs. Wood offered sug- 
gestions on securing sounder understanding of the curriculum of the 
public schools. Dr. Conner reviewed these themes in the light of the 
responsibilities of staff members of the Division of Instruction in their 
consultant and advisory service to school systems throughout the State. 


CONFERENCE ON SPANISH-SPEAKING PEOPLE 


The Fifth Regional Conference of the Southwest Council on Educa- 
tion of Spanish-speaking People, held at George Pepperdine College, 
Los Angeles, January 18 to 20, 1951, was a significant meeting, the first 
to be held by this Council in California. The Council estimates that more 
than three million people living in southwestern states are concerned in 
the problems considered by the group. 

General sessions included presentations by George I. Sanchez, Pro- 
fessor of Latin American Education at the University of Texas, an 
internationally recognized authority on Spanish-speaking cultures; Lyle 
Saunders of the Department of Sociology, University of New Mexico, 
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who has recently completed a sociological study of immigration problems 
in the Rio Grande Valley; and Lloyd Tireman of the Department of 
Education, University of New Mexico, who has conducted extensive 
research in the education of Spanish-speaking children in typical New 
Mexican communities and has served as consultant for the United States 
Government on inter-American education. 

Among the Californians who participated in the conference are 
Hugh Tiner, President of George Pepperdine College and Chairman of 
the Los Angeles Council on UNESCO; W. Henry Cooke, Professor of 
History at Claremont Colleges; Paul Prasow, Executive Director, and 
I. J. Shain, Research Technician of the San Joaquin Valley Agricultural 
Labor Resources Committee; William Jack Stone, Director of the Los 
Angeles Project in Human Relations; and Ralph Beals, Professor of 
Anthropology, University of California, Los Angeles. Helen Heffernan, 
Assistant Chief, Division of Instruction, served as conference director. 

Subjects reviewed included: consumer education and the stabiliza- 
tion of the Spanish-American group; opportunities in secondary educa- 
tion for Spanish-American youth; vocational guidance, apprenticeship 
training, and employment opportunities; business opportunities for 
Spanish-speaking youth; problems that affect the learning and social 
growth of the Spanish-speaking child; the Spanish-speaking beginner in 
the elementary school; community organization for adjustment to 
American society; problems of housing; seasonal agricultural employ- 
ment; health and social welfare; intercultural relations; citizenship and 
adult education; conflicts in cultural patterns; and participation of Span- 
ish-speaking adults and youth in community life. 

Sponsoring organizations were the Department of Education; the 
California Association of Elementary School Administrators; the Cali- 
fornia Association of Secondary School Administrators; the California 
Association for Childhood Education; the California Congress of Parents 
and Teachers, First, Fifth, and Twenty-third Districts; the California 
School Supervisors Association; the Mexican-American Movement; and 
the Los Angeles County Conference on Community Relations. The Gen- 
eral Education Board (of the Rockefeller Foundation) and the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith contributed to the support of the con- 
ference.

STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION ACTIONS 


The following actions were taken by the State Board of Education 
at its regular quarterly meeting held at San Jose, January 12 and 13, 1951. 


Call for Bids for Basic Textbooks in Civics 


On recommendation of the State Curriculum Commission, the 
Board authorized the issuance of a call for bids for basic textbooks in 
civics for grade 8 for an adoption period of not less than six years nor 
more than eight years beginning July 1, 1953. 


Appointment to State Curriculum Commission 


The Board approved the appointment by Superintendent Roy E. 
Simpson of Harold Spears, Assistant Superintendent of Elementary 
Schools in the San Francisco Unified School District, as a member of 
the State Curriculum Commission for a term ending August 29, 1953, 
filling the vacancy created by the resignation of John F. Brady. 


Changes in Rules and Regulations 


Clarification of Attendance Crediting in Evening High Schools, in 
Classes for Adults, and in Continuation Schools and Classes. The Board 
added Subdivision (e) to Section 9 of Title 5 of the California Adminis- 
trative Code, adopting this as an emergency regulation, to read as follows 
(effective January 15, 1951): 

9 (e). Attendance in Evening High Schools, in All Classes for Adults, and 
in Continuation Schools and Classes. In evening high schools, in all classes for adults, 
and in continuation schools and classes three clock hours of student attendance shall 


constitute one day of attendance. 
Attendance shall be recorded in hours and fractions of hours for each pupil 


enrolled. 
In computing days of attendance one-sixth fractional part of an hour shall be 


deducted for each full ten minutes of nonattendance. 

First Aid Instruction Required for Graduation from Secondary 
Schools. The Board amended Section 102.1 of Title 5 of the California 
Administrative Code, relating to instruction in secondary schools in the 
principles and practice of first aid, to read as follows (effective February 
14, 1951): 

102.1. First Aid Instruction Required. In all secondary schools, instruction 
in the principles and practice of first aid shall be required for graduation, except 
for a pupil whose parents or guardian state in writing that such instruction is con- 
trary to their religious beliefs. 
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Filing of Addresses of Applicants for, and Holders of, Certification 
Documents. The Board amended Section 207 of Title 5 of the California 
Administrative Code, relating to the filing of addresses of applicants for, 
and holders of, credentials, life diplomas, or other types of certification 
documents, to read as follows (effective February 14, 1951): 

207. Filing of Address. Every person applying for, holding, or to whom is 
issued, a credential, life diploma, or any other type of certification document shall 
file with the State Board of Education his or her present address and shall notify the 
Board of any change therein. 

Such filing of address and notice of change therein shall be made in writing 
and delivered, or forwarded by mail, postage prepaid, to the Board at the office of 
the Commission of Credentials, State Department of Education, Sacramento 14, 
California. 


Filing of Addresses of Institutions and Correspondence Schools 
Approved for Education of Veterans. The Board added Sections 1405.6 
and 1423.5 to Title 5 of the California Administrative Code, relating to 
the filing of names and addresses of institutions and correspondence 
schools approved, or applying for approval, for the education of vet- 
erans, to read as follows (effective February 14, 1951): 

1405.6. Addresses. Every institution approved, and every institution applying 
for approval, under this article shall file with the Bureau of Readjustment Education 
the name and address of the institution and the name and address of the administrative 
head thereof and shall notify the bureau of any change therein. 

1423.5. Addresses. Every correspondence school approved, and every cor- 
respondence school applying for approval, under this article shall file with the Bureau 
of Readjustment Education the name and address of the institution and the name and 
address of the administrative head thereof and shall notify the bureau of any change 
therein. 


Approval of Institutions for the Training of Veterans. The Board 
amended Sections 1400, 1401, 1404, 1405, 1408, and 1413 of Title 5 of the 
California Administrative Code, all relating to the approval of institu- 
tions for the education and training of veterans, effective February 15, 


1951. 

Note: Full text of the revised sections of Title 5, California Administrative 
Code, is made available for distribution in the form of reprints provided by the 
State Department of Education from the Registers of the California Administrative 
Code published by the State Division of Printing. Copies are distributed by the 
Bureau of Textbooks and Publications to superintendents of schools and other public 
school officers. Separate reprints of rules and regulations pertaining to approval of 
institutions for the training of veterans may be requested from the Bureau of 
Readjustment Education, at Room 104, 1320 K Street, Sacramento 14, or 1121 South 
Hill Street, Los Angeles 15. 


Regulations Relating to State Colleges. The Board, acting under 
authority of Education Code Sections 112, 20347, 20350, 20426, and 20453, 
repealed Sections 900 to 995.6 inclusive, of Title 5 of the California 
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Administrative Code, relating to the functions, government, curricula, 
admission and other requirements, and degrees of the state colleges of 
California, and adopted new Sections 900 to 934, inclusive, in lieu thereof. 

Nore: On January 12, 1951, the Director of Education, acting under authority 
of Education Code Sections 20343 to 20343.2, 20346, 20355 to 20357, 20376, 20381 to 
20387, 20472, and 20473, repealed Sections 996 to 1010 and 1012 to 1034, inclusive, of 
Title 5 of the California Administrative Code, relating to vacations of employees, 
tuition, student fees, and student housing at the state colleges, and enacted new 


sections 935 to 976 in lieu thereof. 
The full text of the new Sections 900 to 976, constituting the revised Subchapter 4 


of Chapter 1 of Title 5 of the California Administrative Code, containing all of the 
rules and regulations of the State Board of Education and the Director of Education 
relating to the state colleges, will be published separately in pamphlet form by the 
Department of Education at an early date.

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He will in addition receive the benefits of a systematic program of prac- 
tical experience in test research and development in the Division of Test 
Research and Service of World Book Company and other testing agencies. 

The Fellowship will provide a stipend of $2,000. It will be awarded 
for a period of one year, and will be renewable for a second year at the 
discretion of the Fellowship Award Committee of the American Educa- 
tional Research Association. 

Candidates for the Fellowship should be citizens of the United States 
or Canada, resident in either country, who are planning to pursue a pro- 
fessional career in the field of educational measurement in either of these 
countries. Candidates should have completed at least one year of graduate 
study in the field of educational measurement or a closely related field 
at a recognized institution. It is desirable that their training shall have 
included courses in statistics, educational measurements, educational 
psychology, or similar fields. School experience, preferably in the field 
of measurement—e.g., as a counselor or in a research department—is 
desirable but not essential. There are no limits as to age, sex, or marital 
status of the candidates, although preference will be given to applicants 
under 35 years of age.

EDUCATIONAL ASSISTANCE TO VETERANS DEPENDENTS 


The Education of War Orphans Commission of the American 
Legion, Department of California, has compiled a pocket-size pamphlet 
on the Educational Assistance to Veterans’ Dependents available to 
residents of California. Dependent children of deceased veterans of 
World War I or II or of the Korean campaign are eligible for cash 
assistance amounting to $20 or $40 a month according to the level of the 
school in which they are enrolled. Unmarried widows of such veterans 
are also eligible for this assistance. California seems to be the only state 
that provides educational aid to widows of veterans. 

The pamphlet outlines briefly the types of aid available. Information 
is included regarding scholarships, loans, and gifts on both national and 
state levels, with addresses to which applicants may write. 

A copy of the publication has been sent to each public high school 
in the state and to 1400 or more American Legion Posts and Auxiliaries. 
The publishers are desirous of getting this information into the hands of 
boys and girls aged 16 to 21, who comprise the most numerous group 
eligible for assistance and who are largely unaware of the benefits to
